Arthur C. Birchfield, a lineman work- 


ing for Lhe Electric Light and Power 
company, fell from one of the electric 
light poles Sunday and broke his neck. 


The fatal accident happened about 


half-past 11 o'clock Sunday morning 
just above the Harper trestle in the 
East End. Birchfield was one of the 
party of linemen putting u'p the new 
wire running- out to the fair grounds. 
He started to climb the pole with a coil 
of wive over his arm, one end of which 
was hanging down. When about twen- 
ty feet up he suddenly let go all holds 
and fell to the street car track with a 
heavy thud. Mo one was watching 
him at the time lie let go. The facts as 
brought out at the inquest seem to 
point to the theory that one end of the 
line caught on something below, and as 
he went to take 
him 


another step pulled 
He fell on his head 
neck. His nose was

$80,000,000 Chinese Loan. 


The German Syndicate 'Will Srek an En- 


tente With Che English Financial 


House in the Matter of a Good 


Share of tbe larger Loan. 


, June 10.—The news of the 


Franco-Russian loan of 880,000,000 to 
faina has proved to be a disagreeable 
surprise both to the government and 
to the leaders in financial circles who 
had been relying upon official action 
to stcure a large share of the Chinese 
oan for Germany. 
Immediately upon 


receipt of the news of the Russian coup 
;he members of a German-syndicate, 
Royal Seehandlung is the head, com- 
municated with the financial depart- 
ment of the government upon the 
prospects of Germany's securing the 
main 
indemnity 
loan, which will 


amount to 8150,000,000 or $200,000,000, 
and negotiations were also resumed by 
the syndicate with the London Roth- 
schilds on tlie question of the co-oper- 
ation of English bankers in the scheme. 


The syndicate has received prompt 


assurance that the government will in- 
tervene to obtain for Germany a share 
in such further financial arrangements 
as China may require. As the $80,000,- 
000 now guaranteed by Russia coveri 
only the indemnity to Japan for the 
surrender of the Lia-Tong peninsula, 
German financial houses are confident 
that China must have recourse to them 
to float the larger loan, -which Russia 
could not guarantee nor French finan- 
ciers supply without outside assist- 
ance. 
The German syndicate, with 


the approval of the government, will, 
therefore, eeek an entente with the 
Eng-lish financial houses in the matter 
of the larger loan. 


In. the meantime the political impor- 


tance of the Franco-Russian arrange- 
ment is keenly felt, and it is probable 
that that loan will not be admitted 
into tbe German and English markets. 
This, at least, is the feeling of the syn- 
dicate, which includes in its member- 
ship the Bleichroeders, the National 
bank of Germany, Behren & Sons, oi 
Hamburg; Von der Heydt & Co., the
